TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Mascenic Regional 
School in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the seventh day 
of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects:* 


Article 1. 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


* The Town Meeting will open at 10 oclock in the forenoon 
on March 7th to act upon the first article only. Balloting 
will continue until 7 o'clock in the afternoon at which time 
the Meeting will be adjourned until Thursday, the 16th 
of March, 1972 at 7 oclock in the afternoon to act upon the 
remaining articles. 


Article 2. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. (Budget items.) 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in an- 
ticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate by public auc- 
tion which has been acquired by the Town through Tax 
Collector’s deeds. 


Article 5. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take 
any action relating thereon. 


Article 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000.00 (six thousand dollars) to be used in 
the maintenance and supervision of the recreation field or 
take any action thereon. 


Article 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $14,500.00 to build and equip a new pool house 
on the site of the existing building, to be erected by what- 
ever method the Recreation Committee deems necessary. 
(By Recreation Committee) 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,091.00 (one thousand ninety-one dollars) to sup- 
port the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting 
Nurse Association, Inc. 


Article 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $550.00 (five hundred fifty dollars) to enable the 
Monadnock Region Association to continue their service 
to the Town of New Ipswich. 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,003.93 (one thousand three dollars and ninety- 
three cents) so as to receive $6,892.90 (six thousand eight 
hundred ninety two dollars and ninety cents) from the State 
for use of Class IV and V highway construction, reconstruc- 
tion or betterment as provided under the New Hampshire 
RSA Chapter 241. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will endorse the formation of a com- 
mittee to be named “The Town Hall Committee”. Members 
of this committee shall number 5 and will be appointed by 
the moderator at this Town Meeting or in the future if 
necessary. The task of this appointed committee shall be 
to study proper uses of the Town Hall, make suggestions as 
to renovation, seek bids on various improvements, research 
history of said building, suggest restrictions on the present 
use of the building and in general arrive at some definite 
plan to make use of this building for the benefit of the Town 
of New Ipswich. The committee shall meet no fewer than 
twelve times in the succeeding year and will present arti- 
cles for discussion in the 1973 Town Warrant. (By petition) 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to sell the New Ipswich 
Electric Light Department to Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire for the sum of $125,000.00 (one hundred 
twenty-five thousand dollars) with the sale to take place 
immediately following approval of the New Hampshire Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission. Included in this sale are the prop- 
erty, automotive equipment, material and supplies owned 
by the Department, with the exception of the garage with 
land, which shall be retained by the Town for use by the 
Highway Department. The Town shall also retain; cash 
accumulated by the Electric Light Department, accounts 
receivable due from customers and special deposits, and 
the Town shall assume the responsibility for refunding cus- 
tomers deposits and paying notes payable and any other 
outstanding bills. (By Electric Light Study Committee.) 


Article 13. 

Providing that the above article is passed, to see if the 
Town will vote to establish a trust fund with the income 
from the sale of the Electric Light Department, with the 
income from the investments in this fund to be applied each 
year to defray Town expenses. (By Electric Light Study 
Committee) 


Article 14. 
To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget of 
the Electric Light Department. 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen to 
revise the assessed property values, to those placed in the 
1970 tax book with the exception of those buildings which 
were constructed, substantially added to, or torn down 
prior to April 1, 1971. Those buildings which were con- 
structed, substantially added to or torn down should be 
appraised to new values in proportion to values placed on 
similar properties in the Town of New Ipswich. (By petition) 


Article 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00 (ten thousand dollars) toward the re- 
assessment of the Town of New Ipswich by the New Hamp- 
shire State Tax Commission, the balance to be paid upon 
completion of the job, or take any action thereon. (By pe- 
tition) 


Article 17. 

To see if the Town will vote to withdraw the sum of 
$8,000.00 (eight thousand dollars) from the Highway Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund for the purchase of a dump truck for the 
Highway Department. 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000.00 (three thousand dollars) to commence the 
preparation of a Tax or Assessors Map of the Town, it being 
the expectation that an equal sum appropriated in each 
of the following three years will complete the work, for a 
total cost of about $12,000.00 (twelve thousand dollars). 
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Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen ap- 
point three townspeople to a committee which will be 
known as The Committee for Welfare and The Aged. Such 
a committee shall make inquiries and report to the Select- 
men, and generally act in an advisory capacity to the Se- 
lectmen and the overseer of the poor, regarding the 
responsibilities of the Town to the poor, aged or disabled 
residents. The committee shall also investigate the availa- 
bility of governmental or other assistance programs which 
could benefit the poor, aged or disabled. (By Welfare De- 
partment) 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will vote to join the Souhegan Valley 
Ambulance District and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3,700.00 ($2.00 per capita) for the support of said am- 
bulance district or take any action thereto. 


Article 21. 

To see if the Town will vote a five member Planning 
Board to replace the present Planning Committee, to be 
appointed by the Moderator the first year, and subsequently 
to be elected, or take any action thereon. (By Planning Com- 
mittee) | 


Article 22. 

To see if the Town will vote to add two deputies to the 
Town Health Board, to be appointed by the Selectmen, or 
take any other action thereon. (By Planning Committee) 


Article 23. 

To see if the Town will vote to put any unexpended 
monies left over from the Fire Department Building Fund 
into the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund, or take 
any action thereon. 
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Article 24. 

To see if the Town will vote to appoint a five member 
budget committee, to be appointed by the moderator the 
first year, and subsequently to be elected, or take any other 
action thereon. (By Planning Committee) 


Article 25. 

To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen ap- 
point a five member road committee, one of which will be 
the road agent, or take any other action thereon. (By Plan- 
ning Committee) 


Article 26. 

To see if the Town will convey a small parcel of land 
lying between Playground Road and the land owned by 
the Leonard I. Kangas Post No. 107, American Legion of 
New Ipswich, so that said Legion Post property will be 
bounded by a road. 


Article 27. 

To see if the Town will vote to have the Moderator ap- 
point a five member dump committee to bring a report to 
the Town Meeting of 1973 or take any action thereon. (By 
Planning Committee)

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The year of 1971 was a year of many changes, the most 
significant change was that for the first time a woman was 
elected to the Board, Mrs. Dorothy Halsall. 

With the passing of Article No. 13, at the annual town 
meeting, $60,000.00 was appropriated to build a new Fire 
Station. Upon the recommendation of the Fire Department 
Building Committee it was agreed that a steel building 
would best fit the needs of New Ipswich. | 

The contract for the building was given to Mr. George 
Fafard who we feel has built a building which all of us in 
New Ipswich can and should be proud of. We also feel 
that Mr. James Albree deserves many thanks for his devo- 
tion to the Fire Department and especially the hours he has 
devoted to the new building. The Fire Department as a 
whole deserves many thanks for all their efforts. 

New Ipswich is faced with three major problems in the 
very near future. The first is a need for an ambulance 
service. There is at present three alternatives from which 
to choose. The Town can initiate an ambulance service of 
its own. Join a service with six neighboring towns. We can 
join the Nashua or Peterborough districts. This problem is 
the most pressing at this time as we have to meet a dead- 
line as of September of this year. Another future problem is 
what to do about a town dump as the no burning law will 
become effective in 1975. The third is a need for some type 
of sewerage plan. Although many people do not want to 
accept the fact that New Ipswich does have a problem in 
many areas. 

With the co-operation of the citizenry of New Ipswich 
each of these problems can and will be rectified. 

Financially the Town is in sound condition. Notes that 
were borrowed in anticipation of taxes were all pad up as 
of December 31st, 1971.

Again this year, the Auxiliary Police have donated many 
man-hours to the various activities held in Town.

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POLICE CHIEFS REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen, I hereby submit my annual 
Police Department report for the year ending December 
31, 1971. 

This past year was again a very busy and eventful year 
for the Department. The events and trends of other towns 
and cities, the whole nation, regarding crime, welfare and 
other problems are experienced in the town of New Ipswich 
also. 

During this past year there has been indications that 
some people are not aware of all the activities and functions 
this Department is involved in. In a brief resume I will out- 
line work in several areas. 

First, in the Police Department there are normal duties 
of maintaining the peace and the protection of lives and 
property. The problems of law enforcement, however, are 
becomng increasingly more technical and the fact is not 
obvious by reading a list. 

Problems of delinquency involving the youths of our 
town are increasing as they are in other towns. It has al- 
ways been our philosophy that the Department does not 
exist simply to prosecute to the limit of the law, all offenders 
whether youthful or otherwise. One mistake by a juvenile 
should not be sufficient to seriously impair his or her entire 
future. It is our policy to attempt to deal with our problems 
on the local level, providing the individual is not dangerous 
to society, and in most cases we are successful havng the 
cooperation of parents, the school administration or church 
groups. 

This past year we were plagued by a series of breaks 
into various properties accompanied in several instances by 
malicious damage to those properties. A few of these cases 
are presently involved in legal prosecution procedures. 

Traffic control required considerably more police work 
with additional load caused by the new highway construc- 
tion. Fortunately the patrolmen required for construction 
duties were reimbursed directly by the construction com- 
pany involved. 

We regret the loss to the Department of Oliver Lindros 
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who moved out of town. We were fortunate to obtain Basil 
Mason to replace him on school traffic duty. 

School related activities were increased both in a posi- 
tive and negative way. On the positive side we have con- 
tinued our activities in our lecture series on drugs, driver ed- 
ucation and police procedures. This year we helped formu- 
late a mock jury trial composed entirely of students which 
was a very successful and educational undertaking. The 
Hunter-Safety program was again taught by members of 
this department. This program is carried out under the 
jurisdiction of the Fish & Game Department of the state of 
New Hampshire. We now have five members of the De- 
partment authorized to teach this course. 

Members of the Department were active in such areas 
as Little League and Babe Ruth baseball, Biddy League 
basketball, acting as instructors. We feel this effort helps to 
develop a better relationship between the Department Mem- 
bers and the youth. 

A new problem which is not entirely a Police Depart- 
ment problem but one which will effect the Department 
seriously, is that of ambulance service loss to the communi- 
ty. The passing of the new ambulance statute — RSS 479 — 
which caused all the area funeral directors to cease their 
ambulance service, presents something close to a crisis for 
the communities involved. This department was very active 
in seeking a solution to the problem attending many meet- 
ings with other town officials and State agencies. The 
results of the work on this problem were outlined in a letter 
distributed throughout the town and an article appearing 
in the warrant to provide a solution. 

We regret the loss to the Department of the two girls, 
Patricia Leblanc and Ann Marie Duval, who were part of 
the on-the-job training program from Mascenic. The girls 
worked part-time for the Police Department, Welfare De- 
partment and other Town Departments. 

The welfare work and old age assistance work becomes 
increasingly more involved and burdensome each year and 
the past year was no exception. Few people understand 
the involved investigative and reporting procedures required 
to properly administer the program other than those in- 
volved in the work. The recent rulings of the courts regard- 
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ing residency requirements make the work involved even 
more difficult. Each applicant for welfare assistance may 
require an investigation as to eligibility, classification and 
determination regarding responsibilty of the Town, County, 
the State, and if the State is responsible, which department 
it may be necessary to determine eligibility for veterans 
benefits, social security, medicard, aid to dependent chil- 
dren and others. Very often arrangements must be made 
for food, shelter, medical attention, clothes, placement of 
children in foster homes, arrangement for visiting nurse 
services, hospital placement and even services of tradesmen 
must be often secured to get a furnace working or plumb- 
ing fixed. Without a great deal of work in these areas by 
this Department the costs to the Town could easily be five 
or ten times higher. 

There are seventy-three recipients involved in some form 
of aid. Some are almost exclusively Town responsibility but 
many are aided by other sources. This past year thirty-four 
new applications were received for aid. Of these, fifteen 
were denied after investigation. The Town again partici- 
pated in the Surplus Food program, servicing thirty-nine 
families in which there were one hundred forty-one indi- 
viduals. 

The Old Age Assistance program is separate from the 
welfare category but involves very much of the same type 
of work. The State, however, assumes the greater share of 
the cost of the direct disbursements and also assumes much 
of the bookkeeping responsibilities. 

An article also appears in this years warrant to allow 
the appointment of a committee which, if formed, could 
provide a great service to the Town in the areas of welfare 
and other social services. 

This Department also wishes to express its regret and 
sorrow at the loss of Peter LaPointe, a Department member 
who passed away last Spring.

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Fire Warden's Report 


LEST WE FORGET - IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 

Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes are 
more prevalant on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong 
dry hot winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a 
disaster that devastated large areas of northern New England leaving 
villages in ashes with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number 
of summer vacation home locations. Many lives were lost on that 
destructive day of October 23, 1947 nothing could stop the wind 
driven flames. 

It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but 
they happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all 
around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of 
carefulness with fire at all times can we meet the challenge of pro- 
tection when dry conditions prevail. Please let these reminders be 
your guide: 

1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a fire- 
brand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 

2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning 
of household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish col- 
lection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. See your 
warden first. 

3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if 
they are, put them dead out when leaving. 

4. Most important: Instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter is a 
dangerous combination which leads to destructive loss and can lead 
to tragedy. 

The past year — 1971 was a favorable year for the control of fires. 
There were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those who 
remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SALE 
OF 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT DEPARTMENT 


The Committee, as established by vote at the 1971 Town 
Meeting, was charged with the responsibility of deter- 
mining whether the Town should sell the Electric Light De- 
partment. 

This Committee consisting of three voters of the Town, 
a selectman and a member of the Electric Light Commission, 
ex-officio, was duly appointed by the Moderator. The past 
eleven months the committee has been studying the situation 
and contacting possible purchasers. 

Public Service Company of New Hampshire and Fitch- 
burg Gas and Electric Light Company were contacted as 
potential purchasers, and a private party also discussed this 
matter informally with the Committee. Both public utilities 
conducted a complete survey of the Electric Light Depart- 
ment’s system, considering the physical plant and the eco- 
nomic feasibility of adding it to their systems. In August, 
Public Service Company offered to purchase the Depart- 
ment for the sum of $125,000. No other offers have been 
received. 

This offer contained the following conditions. For the 
purchase price the Public Service Company would receive 
all of the Electric Light Department's property, automotive. 
equipment, materials and supplies. Those buildings being 
used jointly by the Electric Light Department and other 
departments would be retained by the Town. Also the Town 
would retain all cash accumulated by the Electric Light 
Department and accounts receivable. The Town would 
assume the responsibility of returning meter deposits and 
paying for other indebtedness incurred by the Electric Light 
Department. Based on the Electric Light Department's 
report of 1970 the Town should realize $25,000.00 in addition 
to the sale price of $125,000. Employment would be offered 
to the two full time employees of the Department with no 
loss in rate of pay and these wage rates would be increased 
by the Public Service Company as the men qualified for 
them. Any sale must have the approval of the Public 
Utility Commission of the State of New Hampshire. 
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During its discussions concerning the sale of the Electric 
Light Department the Committee has been acutely aware 
of the feelings of those who oppose the idea, particularly the 
ones who have developed a sentimental attachment to the 
Department through many years of service. But the Com- 
mittee also realizes that the conditions today are vastly 
different than those in the 1920’s when the Electric Light 
Department was formed. It believes that the time has come 
for a factual and rational approach to the problem. Therefore 
the Committee has set up facts and figures for the voters’ 
consideration. 

If the Town votes to sell the Electric Light Department 
and subsequently votes to put all funds received from the 
sale in a permanent trust fund the following benefits will 
result. 


1. At today’s interest rates a yearly return of $9,000.00 
would result. This sum could be used to help meet the 
Town's operating expenses and would provide an equal 
number of dollars in tax relief. 


2. Since the Public Service Company's rates are less 
than those of the Electric Light Department it is estimated 
that the non-commercial users cual save a total of $20,000.- 
00 in their yearly electric bills, amounting to about 13.57% of 
their present bills. 


3. It is reasonable to expect a savings by the large users 
of electricity of up to 30% savings in cost of operation to the 
businesses in New Ipswich is very important. In these days 
of intense competition it helps companies to stay in the Town 
and to provide employment and pay taxes. Low cost electri- 
city and a dependable service by a large utility are also fac- 
tors in bringing additional business to the town. 

4, Over the past years the Electric Light Department 
has provided street lighting and all electric service to the 
Town without charge. However the equipment and the 
electric energy were not free. Both had to be purchased by 
the Department and the cost became part of its yearly 
operating expense. This expense became part of everyone's 
monthly light bill. ; 

If the Electric Light Department is sold the cost of all 
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electricity used by the Town will be paid to Public Service 
Company. On the other hand the taxes received from the 
Company for the property purchased from the Electric Light 
Department will equal the cost of purchased power. As 
Public Service improves the system in the immediate years 
ahead, its assessed value will increase and the taxes received 
will become greater than the cost of the Town's electricity. 

If the Electric Light Department is not sold the Com- 
mittee believes that it is going to be difficult for the Electric 
Light Commission to sell electrical energy at an economical 
rate and at the same time maintain a reliable system. To 
be sure, there is pride in ownership and a satisfaction in being 
able to call locally for emergency service. There is no reason 
to believe that Public Service Company would not give equal 
service, and in the case of a massive power failure the large 
company has the manpower and resources needed to quickly 
restore it. Also, if the voters decide to keep the Electric 
Light Department the Committee feels that a change in the 
management should be considered. The Electric Light 
Commission should be retained for determining Policy, but 
full time managerial and clerical help will be needed for 
the day to day operation of a business that now grosses over 
$170,000 yearly. :

We have replaced 52 poles. Not one power loss was 
caused by a broken pole. 

We have hired Starcher’s Expert Tree Service to trim 
and cut trees along our power lines. 

Some of the power outage started in Greenville or far- 
ther. 

We purchased a hydraulic post hole digger on a truck 
to help set new poles. 

The rate increase helped to pay not only current bills 
but some as old as 1968. 

True we have some old poles, but they are not as bad as 
some think, and with our equipment we will be able to make 
lines better. We installed 27 transformers and 40 new me- 
ters, plus some new lines. 

We purchased a new body for pick-up truck to keep our 
tools and parts locked up and dry. 

The boys are continuously changing transformers to 
keep our customers supplied with plenty of power. 

We expect a better year in 1972 and hope to lower some 
rates.

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REPORT OF THE FIVE MEMBER COMMITTEE 
FOR THE PROCUREMENT OF A DOCTOR 
FOR THE TOWN OF NEW IPSWICH 


Information concerning the procurement of physicians to 
provide family service to New Ipswich was received from 
Dartmouth and Harvard Medical Schools, Teaching Hos- 
pitals in the Boston area, and the New Hampshire Medical 
Society. Initial procedure toward securing a two year serv- 
ice through the National Health Service Corps of the U.S. 
Public Health Service was received from Dr. Kenneth G. 
Johnson who runs this for New Hampshire, from the De- 
partment of Community Medicine at Dartmouth. Initial 
discussions were held with the Director and Chief of Staff 
of the Monadnock Community Hospital and with Mr. Ken 
Reynolds of The Monadnock Region Association. 

In general, it is unlikely that a physician can be at- 
tracted to solo practice in New Ipswich by this Committee 
acting alone, but highly likely that results would be obtained 
from efforts by the Monadnock Community as a whole. We 
are too small to qualify for the Federal Program, and young 
physicians now expect ready-made association with an or- 
ganized system for medical care. 

It is recommended that the Town consider enabling the 
Monadnock Region Association or some similar organization 
to share responsibility for securing the mission of this Com- 
mittee.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Carl E. Bowers 


According to custom, I am presenting my second annual 
report as your Superintendent of Schools. 

School opened with less teachers than the previous year, 
_ due to finances, however we have several new teachers on 
our faculty and additional aides who assist in the larger 
class areas. Our present staff numbers 33 at the Mascenic 
Regional with 4 aides and 17 in the four elementary schools. 
The present enrollment at Mascenic Regional 5 through 12 
is 630 and 348 in the four elementary schools. These en- 
rollments fluctuate due to transfers and new enrollees. 

- We are implementing a K-12 testing program utilizing 
the analysis of learning potential and the Metropolitan 
Standardized Achievement Test. This will be the first time 
we have had adequate data to help evaluate our total efforts 
in the learning process. 

There is a comprehensive K-12 program in curriculum 
planning being developed. This will provide for continuity 
throughout the grades and greater accountability for 
students and staff. 

Under Title I ESEA we are still receiving the services 
for remedial reading plus materials used in the reading 
program. We have been fortunate in having other than 
district monies that have assisted us in providing some of 
the basic needs necessary to operate a quality program. 

In. accordance to the requirements of the Minimum 
Standards which become effective September 1, 1972, we 
must provide for a full time supervising principal at the 
elementary level since our total enrollment exceeds 300 
pupils. We are presently meeting this requirement. How- 
ever, no secretarial help is provided and this is being bud- 
geted in the form of an aide, which is less costly to the 
school district and still meets the minimum requirements. 

Art, Music and Physical Education shall be provided for 
all elementary children, however, we have requested only 
Art and Music for the coming year. These two positions are 
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not entirely new since we did have these services a few 
years ago. Every effort should be made to reinstate those 
areas that were eliminated last year or the previous year due: 
to a lack of personnel or financial assistance. 

Under Health Services we have budgeted for a full time 
School Nurse who not only takes care of Mascenic Regional 
but serves the four elementary schools in the district. 
Minimum Standards requires a full time nurse with enroll- 
ments of 750 children. I would be remiss if I didn’t call your 
attention to the excellent services we are receiving from 
Mrs. Laila Luhtala our school nurse. Dr. Robert Wellwood 
continues to serve as our school physician. 

Last vear it was brought to your attention that we should 
be concerned with keeping the grounds, buildings and 
equipment in their original condition of completeness or 
efficiency. During this past year I have made several ob- 
servations regarding the custodial work that must be per- 
formed in our 5 buildings. Based on workload formulas we 
should be employing a minimum of 4 custodians for the 
Mascenic Regional School and 8 for the elementary build- 
ings with a total staff of 7. However, we have only allowed 
for 6 in the budget for the coming year. 

Estimates are being solicited and will continue to be so 
that we may present a preventive maintenance schedule 
that could take place over the next few vears.. Thus the 
maintenance account would be somewhat the same over 
several vears and we would be able to make the necessarv 
repairs to keep our buildings in good shane. | 

Our reauest for additional funds under Maintenance 
would take care of uwnexvected problems such as the follow- 
ing which occurred this year; installation of pumps in the 
basement of the Central School in New Inswich to take. 
care of backun in the cafeteria. replace drinking fountain in 
Greenville, check valves and oil pumns at Mascenic Regional 
and work on the septic svstem. The total of the above came 
to $3609.88. In addition to the above we were billed 
$860.00 due to the William Karmazin Case. 

As T conclude this, my second report, I wish to thank the 
School Board, Faculty and Staff, Town Officials. Parents and 
Friends for their fine cooperation during this past vear.

2. Assisted Miss Constance Martin, R. N. TBC Nurse in 
testing of the faculty, teacher aides, school lunch direc- 
tors, bus drivers, and custodians in TB testing. 69 Heaf 
tests were given, 6 Mantoux and 1 required an X-Ray 
examination. All had negative results. 
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. Arranged Pre-School immunization clinics. 

May 14, 1971 — April 9 — June 11. 

280 Children received immunization for whooping 
cough, tetanus, diphtheria, regular and German measles, 
small pox and polio.

. Central School and the Greenville school had dental care 


with matched Federal funds. 
Greenville students went to Dr. Roy in Wilton. 
New Ipswich Central School students went to Dr. 
Duhaime in Peterborough. 
Volunteer drivers drove the children to the clinics. 


. Colgate and Crest Dental Programs were given to the 
students from grades one through five. 

Crest provided tooth brushes and paste for all third 
grade students. Colgate provided disclosing tablets for 
the other grades. 
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8. Nurses work:

Routine inspections for hygiene, hair examina- 
tions for pediculosis, feet were examined for 
warts and athlete’s foot.
